September building In Los An­ 
geles was $10,267,894, according to 
statistics on the values, of struct­ 
ures on 'whllch permits were grant­ 
ed during the month'.

This brings the totaf for nine 
months In 1922 to $89,648,278, 
which Is practically seven million 
dollars ahead of the twelve months 
record for 1921 of $82,761,380.

Thus In three fourths the time 
in 1922 growing Los Angeles drives 
ahead of its necopd breaking build­ 
ing pace established in 1921. Only 
two,'cities in the United States are 
ahead of It this year New York 
and Chicago.

These figures are given out by 
Roy L. Balaam, chief clerk and 
statistician for the Chief Inspector 
of Buildings. 3. J. Backus.

The average so far this year Is 
practically $10,000,000 a month 
and granted that there is a decrease 
in the pace owing to. the rains It Is 
still .probable that the grand total 
for the year will finally come to a

L. A. Second In 
Area of World

California, where three classes have 
been started more than 40 stu­

Material experts 
contend that the twelve months will 
see the total exceed the '$5,000,000 
mark.

An interesting comparison was 
made last month by the American 
Contractor after it had received a 
complete list of building figures 
from all parts of the country. It 
stated that the permits for the pre­ 
ceding month August-T showed that 
the Los Angeles total exceeded in 
valuation the combined totals of 
those issued during the same month 
in San Francisco, Oakland, Port­ 
land and -Seattle.

According to this magazine Los 
Angeles had $11,523,891 as'against 
$6,214,082 in San Francisco; $1,- 
941,380 in Portland; $1,651,201 in 
Oakland; and $1,200,740 in Seattle.
